Erection of a new courthouse 
was recommended by the San Ber- 
nardino County Grand Jury in a 
partial report returned — before 
Superior Judge Benjamin F. 
Warmer Wednesday. 

Urging that the county look in- 
to the future and erect “such 
county buildings as will economic- 
ally and conveniently answer all 
requirements of the increase of 
county business that is sure to 
come,” the grand jury 
mends the purchase of a site and 


recom- 


construction of the courthouse by 
bond issue. 


Rejects Plan to Build Annex 

In its report, the grand jury 
adds that “owing to the rapid in- 
crease of population, bringing of 
capital and enterprise into the 
county, and the increase of ac- 
tivities in all lines of endeavor, 
especially that of rearing of homes 
throughout, it behooves the county 
to recognize these facts.” The 
grand jury disapproves the pro- 
posed building of a fireproof an- 
nex for the storing of the invalu- 
able public records, explaining 
that “we feel that to expend 
money on aé_ so-called fireproof 
building on the old courthouse 
site is a waste of money.” The 
report. continues, declaring that 
this building “on a site named 
would give only a minimum of 
fire protection because of the fact 
that the new building would be 
surrounded by old and dangerous 
buildings as to fire risk.” 


Crowded Offices Cause Inefficiency 
The grand jury’s act is based on 
the reports of various committees, 
which mound, the report states, 
“nearly all offices crowded for 
lack of adequate room, causing in- 
éfficiency and unsatisfactory con- 
ditions generally.” 
Cam jen to secure a.new group 
uildings was ix jugurat- 
ed nerorel “weeks ago by the San 
Bernardino and other Chambers of 
Commerce throughout the county, 
scores of prominent citizens sup- 
porting the project. The erection 
of the $80,000 fireproof annex was 
delayed by the Board of Supervis- 
ors at the request of the support- 
ers of the project, who asked time 
to ascertain the sentiment of resi- 
dents of the county. 

The grand jury’s recommenda- 
tion, directed to the Board of 
Supervisors, will probably result 
in the calling of a bond issue to 
finance the purchase of a site and 
to erect buildings, although the 
report will not be discussed un- 
til the Monday conference of the 
supervisors. The grand jury's re- 
port in its entirety follows:

Warning to voters in every city in 
the county that they must register at 
once to qualify for the April elections 
was issued by County Clerk Harry 
L. Allison. 

“There are approximately 18,000 peo- 
ple in this county who have not regis- 
tered,” said Mr. Allison.

That the importance of com- 
plete understanding between the 
chamber of commerce and the 
farm bureau in the development of 


the country’s maximum progress 
cannot be over-estimated, was the

H. J. Wilder, San Bernardino 
County farm advisor, in an ad- 
dress before members of the On- 
tario Chamber of Commerce at 
their weekly forum luncheon at 
the Hotpoint Club. 

The speaker went on to say 
that the farmer must have his 
distinctive organization, of which 
he is jealous and which must not 
be run or controlled by the cham- 
ber of commerce, but which must 
be given its fullest co-operation.

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GOLD STRIKE AT 
CAJON VALLEY 


OIL WELL CONCERN MAY PUT 
DOWN SHAFT TO SEEK 
FOR NUGGETS 





Arrowhead Development Com- 
pany, whose well being drilled for 
oil in Cajon Pass has yielded a 
quantity of gold nuggets, filed a 
mining claim on 160 acres of 
land adjoinng and including its 
oil lease upon which the well is 
being drilled. 

Successive bailings continue to 
Yield small fiuggets of washed 
cold, it was declared by James 
E. Armstrong, general manager. 

“Whenever the bailer is brought 
up there is a scramble for pans 
and there seems to be more in- 
terest in the gold that is being 
found than there is in the oil, 
which we believe will be reached 
in commercial quantities withn 
the next 60 or 90 days,” Mr. 
Armstrong said. 

More Interest in Gold Strike 

“We filed a mineral claim on 
the property because the indica- 
tions of gold seem to justify the 
belief that there is a consider- 
able deposit of the precious metal 
on our lease. 

“While no immediate steps in 
the way of mining are considered 
we are seriously considering this 
unexpected source of wealth. 

“If gold is found in quantities 
sufficient to make it commercial- 
ly profitable to use placer minng 
the investment of the company’s 
stockholders will be doubly prof- 
itable, we believe.”

Chinese Found Gold in Wash
